Objects seem large or small accord- 
ing to the medium thru which they 
are viewed. In the microscope what a 
remarkable change they undergo. The 
humble moss. rises into a graceful 
tree; the beetle, armed for battle, 
flashes in golden or silver mail; a 
grain of sand swells into a mass of 
rocks; and on the other hand, a moun- 
tain looked at thru the wrong end of 
a telescope sinks into a mole hill, 
and the broad lake contracts into a 
tiny pool. Even so, according as we 
look at them with the eyes of self- 
condemning humility or of self-right- 
ous pride, God’s mercies seem great 
or little. For example, a minister of 
the gospel passing one day near a cot- 
tage was attracted to its door by the 
sound of a loud and earnest voice. It 
was a bare and lonely dwelling, the 
home of a man who was childless and 
poor. Drawing near this mean and 
humble cabin, the stranger at length 
made out these words, “This and Je- 
sus Christ too, this and Jesus Christ 
too!” as they were repeated over and 
over in tones of deep emotion of won- 
der, gratitude and praise. His curios- 
ity was aroused to see what that 
could be which called forth such fer- 
vent, overflowing thanks. Stealing 
near, he looked in at the patched and 
broken window, and there in the form 
of a grey, bent, wornout son of toil, 
at a rude table, with hands raised to 
God and his eyes fixed on some crust 
of bread and a cup of water, sat piety, 
peace, humility, contentment, exclaim. 

ing, “This and Jesus Christ too.” 
Such was the spirit of this woman’s 
reply. It says, “Lord, deserving noth- 
ing, I shall be thankful for anything. 
To ask for myself or poor child such 
honors as the mother of Zebedee’s 
children sought for her sons, to minis- 
ter like these favored women to thy 
necessities and with these hands to 
supply thy table or spread thy couch, 
to follow thee as thy shadow, bending 
to unloose the latchet of thy shoes, to 
kneel by thy side in prayer, like Mar- 
tha and Mary to receive thee beneath 
my roof—these are honors I ask not 
for, I dare not aspire to. A poor Gen- 
tile, I seek nothing but the crumbs 
of thy table. Among thy many and 
mighty miracles in pity do some lit- 
tle thing for me, it will cost you but 
a word; speak that word and my 
daughter shall be healed. Save her, 
good Lord. I ask the least that I cas 
do with. Let others sit at thy side, or 
lie in thy bosom, but grant my peti- 
tion and a happy mother I shall be, 
content to sit in the dust and sing at 
thy blessed feet.” This woman is a 
model Christian artist. What true 
grace and beauty in her humility! 
And who, who has been brought to 
a just and deep sense of his sins, will 
refuse to be content unless he is rais- 
ed to heaven’s highest throne and 
wears its brightest crown? A drown- 
ing man plucked from the jaws of 
death is happy with three feet of bare 
rock beneath him, happier than oth- 
ers with thousands of broad acres.

lifeboat that is making for land thru 
roaring seas and winter storms are 
happier than Egypt’s queen when the 
sun gleamed on her golden galley and 
silken sails swelled in the summer 
breeze and the world’s great conqueror 
knelt at her feet. And there is no 
humble Christian, no lover of Jesus, 
but who is happier with the hope of 
heaven, with Christ in him, the hope 
of Glory, than the men of the world 
with their corn and their wine and 
do most abound and all things go well 
with them. Tho’ a beggar the child of 
God parts not with that hope for all 
the wisdom and wealth of Solomon. 
To get within that blessed door, to 
have a place not nearest the King but 
on the outside of the circle around 
the throne, to bear the lowest title

The 
Girls’ Home was built something 
like ten .years ago but the plaster- 
ing was never satisfactory. It has 

_been falling from the laths for the 
last several years. This home also 
needs painting and must have it in 
_ order to preserve the building. I am

“and the Girls’ Home and see what it 
will cost. Then I want to take this 
up with the Octagon Soap Company 
and see if they will pay for these 
jobs thru coupons. When I get an 
estimate of how many coupons it 
‘will take, I will put a notice in the

_ In the last three years we haye 
put concrete porches and five new 
rooms on the Boys’ Home and now 
we have arrangements made to 
sleep nine more boys than we have. 
The girls’ departments are crowded 
but we hope to increase the number 
of our orphans this year. I want to 
take this opportunity to thank the 
Church at large and our friends for 
the way you. have stood by this or- 

: phanage work since I have been con- 
neeted with it, and before too. It 
certainly is commendable. May God’s 
richest blessings be upon every one. 
We purchased the Boys’ Home three 
years. ago for $8000.00. Since that 
time we have paid $5500.00 in cash 
an it. We now have a wnote of 
$2500.00 on it that we hope to be 
be able to pay this year.

ful training of the children. I do not 
believe, we could find better help 
anywhere. L. C. Chambers and wife 
have charge of the farm and the 
boys’ department. In the past seven 
years I have been a close observer 
of this part of the orphanage work. 
It is almost impossible to train 
up a bunch of boys without correc- 
tion and you are forced to whip 
_ them occasionally. Some of them do 
not need correcting but others do 
and if you fail to correct those who 
need it, as the wise man has said, 
they will be reared to curse you. 

I have been told by some local 
people that the management of the 
farm was criticized by at least one 
Party who went there. I would like 
to say for the information of the 
‘people that the greatest of care is 
being exercised to use economy in 
all of the homes and especially the 
farm. We have only a small acreage 
of timber and this has been cut over 
for years, We try to use enough 
- wood for kindling and for such pur- 
‘poses as we are obliged to have 
weod. We are doing this in order 

‘to preserve the timber for such 
Purposes as we have to use wood. 
We also produced from _ the herd 
of milch cows all the milk and but- 
ter that all the homes needed We 

h have over two hundred fowls—chick- 
ens, ducks, turkeys and geese—on 
the farm, three good mules, four- 
teen nice Jersey heifers, one male 
entitled to registering, and five hogs. 
We sold a hundred and fifty odd dol- 
lars’ worth of pigs in September 
and we have for killing enough hoes 
to make a thousand pounds of cured 
meat. We prodguced last year over 
geven hundred bushels of corn and 
possibly we will get the same 
amount this year. We also gathered 
between fifty and a hundred loads of 

-hay, plenty of hay to feed all ‘he 


stock. From the varm atl the corn

3. HER PLEA SHE APPEALS TO 
OUR LORD’S GENEROSITY 

It is told in the life of a great crim- 
inal, who tho’ often apprehended and 
tried was never convicted, that he 
made a rule of never answering any 
questions and thereby as many have 
done committing himself. While oth- 
ers less cautious paid the penalty of 
the law, he thus escaped the gallows 
and died in bed. One would think that 
sinners expect by not admitting their 
guilt to elude also the justice and 
judgment of God. They do not admit 
they are sinners, or if sinners, they 
do not admit they are very great sin- 
ners. On the contrary, like the Phar- 
isee of old they thank God they are 
not as others are—not they! Guilt 
meets no pity at their hands; to save 
it they would not touch it. 

(It is monstrous to be told, wrote a 
lady of this school to the Countess of 
Huntingdon, when finding fault with 
George Whitefield’s style of preach- 
ing.) It is monstrous to be told that 
you have a heart as sinful as the com- 
mon wretches that crawl on the earth, 
and I cannot but wonder that your 
ladyship should relish any sentiment 
so much at variance with high rank 
and good breeding. Their doctrines 
are most repulsive and strongly tinc- 
tured with disrespect toward their 
superiors in perpetually endeavoring 
to level all ranks and do away with all 
distinctions. What darkness! Miser- 
able, fatal ignorance! Who would not 
rather have their soul bound up in the 
same bundle with the poorest Magda- 
lene, who stands weeping, trembling, 
timidly knocking at the gate of heav- 
en, than with this haughty dame who, 
pushing the poor penitent aside, ruf- 
fles up to it as if obsequious porters 
would throw it open at her appear- 
ance? 

How different the spirit of the Ca- 
naanite! This woman in that word, 
truth, as Mary did by the tears that 
washed the dust from Jesus’ feet, put 
in a plea of guilty, unclean, unworthy. 
Catching at the word and figure 
which our Lord uses and casting her- 
self on His generosity. she says, Yet 
surely you will treat me as kindly as 
a man treats his dog. Blessed hu- 
mility! Happy thought! Touching, ir- 
resistible appeal!

furnished. This farm is one of the 
best paying propositions that the or- 
phanage department has had. 

Some one asked if the farm would 
not produce enough to feed all of the 
children. It would be an impossibil- 
ity, with the production of land in 
this country, to feed the sixty odd 
children from this farm of one hun- 
dred and nineteen acres and only 
eighty acres of this in cultivation 
and this includes the pasture lands. 
I have studied farming for years 
and in my judgment this farm is be 
ing very skillfully managed and I 
do not see how we could improve 
or apply the products of the farm 
to any better use than we are now 
applying them. We also produced 
this year one hundred and fifty gal- 
lons of syrup, plenty for all of the 
homes. 

I am giving this information for 
the benefit of those who did not at- 
tend the Assembly and some who 
may never have the opportunity. I 
have been thinking of having some 
pictures taken of the herd of cattle, 
the house and the barn and putting 
them on sale to raise the money to 
pay the balance due on the farm. If 
this is interesting to any of our peo- 
ple, write me a line. If I hear from 
enough of you, I will go into this 
and have these cards ready for sale 
soon.—S. W. Latimer, Chairman of 
Orphanage Committee.
